timber, or cook it, as tho operation is 
called, varies according to the sizo of 
the timber and tho sea.sou. 
Larne logs 


require to bo cooked longer than small 
ones, particularly when the logs aro 
frozen. 
It is not uncommon to find the 


center of a log still frozen after 15 hours 
of boiling. 


Experience is the best guide in this 


part of tho bu'ine'is, and to know when 
the timber is thoroughly cooked and not 
overdone i j one of tho things acquired 


j only by constant observation. 
When 


sufficiently boiled tho logs a;e lifted in 
iron grapples from tho vats and laid on 
skids, whcro (ho bark is icmovod. Then 
a log is lifted by a crane aud MMmg in- 
to phico in tho machine, where it is held 
in a horizontal position by chncks or 
dogs that center it ft each end. 


In this position tho log revolves like 


a roll of paper in a printing press. The 
knifo which does tho cutting is very 
heavy and is bolted to a heavy head 
called a cariiago, which is fed forward 
by screws tov.aul tho i evolving log. In 
the most approve-'1, machines tho knifo 
has an end or oscillating as well as a 
forward motion. Tins icducestho btraiu 
on tho inji'hujo r-jd permits the euttiug 
of soft, impound and Miaky hc.vrtort logs. 
As tho knifo come-i iu contact with tho 
timber, tho inequalities of tho log aro 
firat shoin off and gi,[dually the log bo- 
comes perfectly round pud yields an un- 
broken sheet of lumber, like t ho unwind- 
ing of a roll of cloth.

moneyed powers would briug upon the 
nation, aud that was because when our 
country nas in tha throes til civil vvir 
and the issue of greenbacks became a 
necessity to save our national life, 
these greenbacks were not allowed to 
become payable for 
customs dues. 


Had they been so allowed they would 
have been at par anywhere throughout 
the country. Bat this lapse allowed 
speculation in our currency, to the 
benefit of gold gamblers of New York 
That was their first success, which has 
been followed by others, until HOW 
they rule the country. 


Senator Jones said ho had long 


wrought with the Republican party. 
This he had done because he believed 
that party would right the wrongs of 
silver, But when he found beyond a 
doubt that the gold gamblers held the 
reins over both parties, dictating tho 
nominations of each, he determined to 
quit the Republican party. 


Said Senator Jones: "I think the cri- 
is before us is even greater than that 
which confronted us during our civil 
war. 
Had the South succeeded in 


gaining her independence, there would 
have been two Republics, and neither 
would have been dominated by the 
gold power, which has strangled the 
life out of the North and South." 


Senator Jones stated further that on 


his recent stay in Now York he met 
General Warner, President of the Bi- 
metallic League, and they had ad- 
dressed a note to the "Sound Currency 
Committee, 52 William Street," pro- 
posing a joint discussion to bo held 
in some suitable building in that city. 
"What answer do you suppose we got?" 
asked the Senator. "Well we got noth- 
ing. The goldbugs want no discussion 
except what they make. Look at the 
pitiful arguments their papers make at 
all who are in favor of bimetallism." 


Senator Jones said further, that he 


believes that if a fair vote could 
be taken in New 
York it 
would 


be cast in favor of bimetallism. "But 
the moneyed tyranny is there so great 
that a merchant in ordinary circum- 
stances would not dare declare him- 
self in favor of it because his credit 
would be ruined thereby. There are 
two classes of bimetallists in New York 
which cannot be controlled or intim- 
idated. The first may be said to be 
headed by William P. St. John, who ia 
too strong financially to be combated, 
and the other class is the workingmen, 
who have no property or credit that 
:an be attacked."
